While France is the grand centre of European 
- interest,trom the nature of her Revolution, and 
(of ihe great problem which she has undertaken 
to solve—that of organizing Industry—Ireland 
next; must make the strongest appeal to Ameri¬ 
can sympathies, djul more, thanj any other for¬ 
eign people upon the globe, claims our unstint¬ 
ed fold cordial ai’d^ in this her hour, of peril and 
of trope. Ireland-is bn the edge of revolutionary 
battle. 'Gbd grant tlipt beforo she unshealh it, 
the cost may Wave been calculated, aiid the 
chances of triufoph or defeat duly weighed. 

We shall be among the last to counsel a re-, 
sort to arms. But there may be. a' time when it 
is inevitable—sad, fearful, terrible, as it always 
is, there may be a tirhe when It were, wiser to" 
choose.'war for a perlbd, if freedorp may be 
thereby obtained, ihaif that eiglij millions of 
people shoujil bo politically and socially en¬ 
slaved, and subjected to the direful, havoc of 
indiscriminate "famine'hand disease-, through a 
long series of’years,.^.rowing Worse and worse 
to the dfcry dregs of covrupting centuries. 

The political freedom of nations' and peoples 
haj, thus far, been, achieved only through the 
earthquake tht.oes anaWolcantp fire of war. Ire- 
jafid may have ,fo pass this solemn and terrible 
ordeal,^ If so, who will'not cherish her hopes 
and^add sinews Uo her limbs, in the faith that 
these are the 1 alt days of-revolutionary strife, 
and with the dcsinj to speed them over lightly, 
with the smallest |cost oflabor and of life 7 
Surely no working man in this country can be 
indifferent to the tiemendous interests at stake, 
among the laborffig people of Ireland. The 
causes of their sufferihg ace the same Us ours. 
They differ only in their national forms, which 
may vary with every degree of latitude and lon¬ 
gitude, but thny are essentially one. The issue 
is, there as here, hetvyeen the privileged and 
despised classes. Is! there a moment of hesita¬ 
tion, as to where! our^sympathies shall teridl 
Humanity has its epoch's of suffering, and also 
.its years of jubilee; Ireland stands expectant of 
her joy. Shaft she be disappointed! There is 
none but will say, seek it first by peaceful im- 
ploratron. Ireland'has done it long, but without 
avail. Isffrore any who does not now bid her 
take frecdom if Bhe can, even though the hun¬ 
gry piljje glut itself voraciously, and death grin 
horrid , f from a thousand gory mouths! Who 
wjll denj-fhe martyr’s meed to those who shall 
thus fall! But here is the dreadful'peril. Can 
iretanu succeed-ey an armed revolution! If 
not, the attempt would be disastrous beyond 
measure^" and far better would it be for the peo¬ 
ple of that ill-starred isle, to suffer yet twenty- 
five years, than be sunk in another century of 
despair. England cannot'hold on its .present 
course for another quarter of a -century, if in¬ 
deed if can five years longer. She will have 
too much trouble at home, to spend much time 
.Ugd means upon Ireland. Our. most earnest 
hope,ii, that the Irish people will not act precip¬ 
itately, but that they will bide their time, and 
establish an indissoluble union among them¬ 
selves. But-when the hour comes for them to 
strike, if strike (Key must, let Americans be 
swift to succor and support them. A baptism of 
b!ood,is an awful sacrament, and if it may not 
pass from .poor Ireland, may God help us to sus¬ 
tain heir i^the moment of her passion. 

'It is often said, that political revolutions are 
never worth to a people, what they cost; and 
that therefore' Ireland would gain nothing, even 
tljpugh successful jn such a contest. This is 
true regarding political reform as an end. Po¬ 
litical liberty is valuable only as a means to es¬ 
tablish social freedom; and equality of opportu¬ 
nities, according to capacity. But still it is 
a fact, that political does, and! always must pre¬ 
cede social emancipation. Political despotism 
must be first dissolved, in order that the people, 
by individual ’attraction, may crystaljze into 
nqw and progressive social forms. 

" -‘Whatever may be the fact with dther nations, 
plainly the first necessity of the Irish people, is 
political independence of England. How is it 
possible for litem to effect any other social trans¬ 
formation, -than from bad to worse, so long as 
t/idy are cursed by a Monopoly of the Soji, 
and a, Non-Resident, Landed Aristocracy; 
apd by a ffpublo Church tax. For though more 

B .ofvthe Irish are Cathojics, they 
o pay a lithe of all they raise or 
rtablished Cffqrch; and then, in’ 
rt their ownReligion. These , of 
sufficient lo bleed lice and toads 
-most fertile land, on the globe. 
Land Monopoly sfoites the soil with barrenness, 
and taxation leechesti’people into a bloodless 
ghost... X. \ . 

What inducement is there’under the existing 
law of tenant-rights, or of ho-tehant-rights, to im¬ 
prove nn,d enrich the land !: To'do so will only 
subject the occupant to greater burdens of taxa¬ 
tion, or to.being dispossessed by ah' overbidder. 
So that, while Irish people are suffering compul- 
sqry famine, Ireland itself'is gmitten. with a 
growing incapacity' of produclioq. 

But the effmax of legislative. Solecism has at 
last been reached, by the infliction of a Pauper 
Tax upon thp loo patient Irish people. A nation 
of starving'paupers, taxed'for their own relief! 
By Hqavqn! on whfo is it levied! Their greasy, ' 
verminous rags! Oh; ingenious device, of Oje 
great British, Parliamentary Soup theufc)! A 


Where are these things to end! They can: 
only end, in’a Governmental interference which! 
shall furnish ample means of rejie'f; . But llih*> 
Government is hero the oppressor.^ There is 
no alternative. Ireland must have her own 
Parliament of Legislature. But the British Min¬ 
ister says that shall never be, so long as he has 
a voice. ’ Shall it come by force ! We will hot 
take th^j responsibility of answering so grave fo- 
question. But if the struggle does come, let not 
Americans be wanting to sustain the right. Let 
us hope, however, that methods of.peacoful jus¬ 
tice may yet happily triumph.

No Time to be Lost. —At the ensuing meet¬ 
ing of the Supreme Division, there should be an 
arrangement entered upon among the several 
Divisions, for Sending an agent 1 to the West, for 
the purpose pf buying produce. A sum of not 
less than thirty thousand’dollars might be saved 
to the Divisions ’ by such a plafo Division 
No. 12 saved over four hundred dollars last 
autumn, after paying all expenses, on fifteen 
hundred dollars’ worth of produce. If it will 
pay thus handsomely, to send an a'gent West to . 
rnajko the purchases for one small Division, it 
doeB not want half an eye to perceive' the impor¬ 
tance of union in Jhe business. The saving 
which would bo made on the single article of 
bacon, would pay all expenses three times over. 

Know a gentleman, who has bought for his 
family use, hams of the Wst quality,, for five cents 
a pound, while the ordinary retail price is twelve 
cents. Five cents was what they cost, delivered 
in Boston. Here then is a saving of seven dol¬ 
lars on a hundred pounds of bacon. Now allow 
each of Ihe four thousand families to average 
five persons, and to consume one hundred 
pounds of hams a year, you will have art aggre¬ 
gate of four hundred thousand pounds. Saving 
seven cents a pound on the cost, gives you an 
aggregate profit of two thousand eight hundred 
dollars. 

This same family receivo their buttor directly 
from the choicest of Vermont dairies, fresh, 
grass-made butter, at seventeen conts a pound, 
while the same quality of butter bought in Bos¬ 
ton, would cost from twenty-five to twenty-eight 
cents a pound. Npw if we assume for a basis 
of calculation, the'same number of families as 
before, and allow to each family J50 pounds of 
butter a year, we shall have an aggregate sav¬ 
ing of five thousand seven hundred dollars. But 
we have under-estimated purposely on all points, 
and yet you see an actual savinsr, on only two. ar¬ 
ticles of consumption, of eight thousand five hun¬ 
dred dollars. When you take into the account 
other great staples, as beef, pork, cheese, flour, 
apples, dried apples, dried plums, pbaches. &e., 
the saving will be more,'rather than less than 
our estimate. 

Six weeks or two months would be ample 
limp for an agent to employ in effecting these 
purchases, and three hundred dpllars would 
meot all his bills for traveling expenses and sal¬ 
ary. Will not each Division instruct its dele¬ 
gates to the Supreme Division, in regard to this 
thing!. If all the Divisions are not ready to 
unite in the scheme,! let such as are, go ahead, 
and they will rejoice in the work. Of course 
there would be a great choice in men for this 
agency. The best man to be found in foe ranks 
would be none too good. We^ant the man 
who has done the thing before, amfwho would 
therefore know what he> was about. The results 
of such a union to you, would be far more im¬ 
portant than those of a Whig or Democratic Na-, 
tjonal Convention.
